EMPEROR WAS FORCED 
BY TIDE OF POPULAR FEELING 


Aever Has Germany Been So Angers 


ed as by the Kaiser’s Conduct. 
Chancellor Would Have Re- 
signed if the Kaiser Had 
Not Yielded. 


Beran, November 17.—Forced by the 
angry tide of popular feeling that 
swept the empire from end to end, Pm- 
peror William today yielded to the na- 
tuon, and promised henceforth to con- 
form himself to constitutional methods | 
in conducting the policies of Germany. 

The climax to the pubhe utterances 
of the emperor was reached in an in- 
(erview, which he gave to an English- 
man and which was published in The 
{.ondon Defily Telegraph on October 28. 
As the outoone of this, the whole coun- 
try was aroused; the reichstag indorsed 
the attitude of many of its prominent 
members when they denounced the sov- 
ereign, and Chancellor von Buelow, 
while he attempted to smooth away the 
affair, undertook to communicate § to 
his ‘majesiy a straightforward and un- 
varnished statement of how the German 
Beopie viewed his intervention in affairs 
O° state. 

The imiervy ew between the emperor and 
tne imperial chancellor took place at the 
new palace in Potsdam this morning, 
and at ?ts conclusion the emperor made 
formal promise to his people that in the 
future he would not act except through 
the chancejlor and his assooiate minis- 
ters, This promise was made public in 
The RPeichsanzeiger, the official fa- 
zette of the empire. 

Pledge of the Kaiser.

Chancellor Threatened te Resign. 

Prince von Buélow had determined 
upon handing in his resignatiog if the 
emperor had not met ihe country’s ue- 
mands, but as such a situation did not 
arise, the audience ended with fhe em- 
peror’s saying to the imperial chancel- 
lor that he reposed full confiGence in 
his wisdom. Within half an hour after 
the chancellor return to Berlin, bulletins 
were issued by the evening newspapers, 
reporting a favorable issue of the 


meeting between the emperor and tne | 
prince, and were eagerly snatched by an; 
anxious public, who, in the first mo- 
ment of joyfu! surprise, scarcely con- | 
ceived the dmportance of the announce- | 
ment to themselves and the empire. 

It is certain now in the minds of the 
German people that a great step has 
been taken toward freer government. 

Interpreted by the events leading up 
to it, the least this declaration of the 
emperor can mean is that his majesty 
promises to limit his freedom of speech, 
and observe carefully the constitution- 
al torms, in taking ro initiative with- 
Out the advice and consent of the pre- 
miter minister. This narrower initer- 
pretation fT sirictly a bureaucratic view. 
A wider view, as voiced by the liberal 
press, is that Germany enters upon @ 
naw era of government responsible to 
the. people, with the crown and the na- 
tion acting together. 

Kaiser Greatiy Moved. 


Mutual good will prevailed at thé au- 
dienmce, and tne emperor displayed @ 
marked degree of condescension. Un- 
questionably he had been greatly moved 
by the occurrences of recent days. 

Prince von Buelow bore, he said, the 
mandate of the rulers of Bavaria, Wuert- 
tenbeng, Saxony, and Kaden, the four 
‘most powerful states in the empire, ovt- 
side of Prussia, to communicate to big 
majesty their collective hope that lhe 
would be more reticent in the future. 
‘The chancellor submitted authorization 
from the whole Prussian cabinet to ex- 
press their agTeement with him, as ain- 
ister-president in his counsel. 

_ The emperor frequently interrupted 
Prince von Buelow with questions. His 
majesty was surprised, even astonish- 
ed, by the assemblage of facts indicat- 
ing the aspirations and demands of the 
people.

this appropriation for the year 1906-/, 
contains the following language: 

“For the support of the commdn 
schools, the sum of $1,000,000 in acidi- 
tion to the school fund derived trom

These other soutrces include the tax on 
liquor, which last year brought into the 
state treasury $242,000. Had the prohi- 
bitign law been in effect last year, the 
school fund would have been poorer by 
this amount, but the state treasury 
would not have been called upon to 
make good the deficit. Under the lan- 
guage of the Jaw, whatever revenue 
the liquor tax netted was [to g0 for 
education.

ciat.\—The ‘annual address of Mrs, M. 
A. Lipscomb, president of the federa- 
tion, made at the session tonight was a 
eplendid expression of the earnest, en- 
ergetic, cultured woman, a leader in 
the organized effort of women standing 
for’ the best and highest standards of 
civilization. 

After reviewing the activities of club 
women through the various mediums 
emploved by them, she spoke of the 
obligation of women tn aiding to stamp 
out tuberculosis, and referred to the 
fact that President Roosevelt invited 
the Women’s Federation of Clubs to the 
recent congress in Washington, where 
the combined forces of the world, phy- 
sicians, selentists. theorists, experts, 
philanthropists, had met to organize 
against the great white plague. She 
referred to the special obligations of 
the southern woman to act, as she 
had with her the inferior and colored 
race, so susceptible to the disease, as 
well as her own kind. Through the 
health and sanitary committees of the 
club, Mrs.. Lipscomb recommended the 
work to be taken up. 

A Tribute to Uncle Remus, 


In’ tender tones, Mrs. Lipscomb paid 
tribute to Uncle Remus as follows: 

‘Recently there has passed to the 
great beyond our children’s friend. He 
has passed away, but his gongs and 
stories shal] live @s long as southern 
Hterature shall jive. His name has been 
and ever shall be 2 household word. 
Teach your children to study and ap- 
preciate the literature of our own 
country and time. Make them personal- | 
ly acquainted, If possible, with those 
who have enriched our literature by | 
song and story.

Claus Spreckels Urges That

SUGAR TRUST GETS BENEFIT 


Tariff the Sugar Combine Is the 
Only Beneficiary—Free Trade 
Would Cheapen Sugar 
to the Consumer. 


Washington, November !7.—That the 
opinions expressed by Secretary of War 
Wright yesterday in favag of ffee trade 
with the Philippines for tobaéco and 
sugar are the views of President-elect 
Taft was the freely expressed belief in 
the ways and means committee room of 
the house when the hearing on the 
sugar schedule was resumed today. 

Cuba Wants Free Sugar. 

Edwin F. Athins, of Boston, a large 
sugar planter in Cuba, urged that tht 
tariff on sugar be reduced and that 
Cuba be given!the existing differential 
on this lower rate. He also said that 
there was great danger of an insurree- 
tion in Cuba if the tariff on Cuban 
sugar ig not reduced. 

Representative Champ Clark, of Mis-

‘| Sugar growers when Cuba belongs to 


the United States?’ 

“That ig the question,” answered Mr.
